Old Antonio, the father, was 
heartbroken, and tried to kill him- 
self 

After 1920, Philip Musica was no 
more and in 1922 “F. Donald Cos- 
ter” turned up as head of Girard 
and Company, manufacturers of 
hair tonics, in nearby Westchester 
county, Coster obtained bank 
credit without difficulty as he 
needed it, according to testimony 
before the state attorney general, 
and in 1926 he borrowed $1,000,000 
from Connecticut bankers to buy 
McKesson and Kobbins, then an 
independent firm.

Canada at Lima 


Canada, it is understood, is sit 
the side-lines at Lima, represented 
ficial observers in the gallery — though 
there are no Canadian delegates on 
floor, This reflects with fair accuracy 
what has been the attitude of Canadians 
generally toward the Pan-American move- 
ment in the past, but may be assumed to 
be a Tess common attitude at present 

Canada has never joined in the move 
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ment, and there has been no popular de- 
mand that it should do so. But Canadians 
have always taken something more than 
a casual interest in the proceedings, and 
it may be safely conjectured their interest 
was never so keen as at the present time. 

The aloofness of the Dominion has 
been in part due to fear that its position 
as a member of the British Common- 
wealth might in some way be compro- 
mised if it joined the Pan-American con- 
cert. And partly by a feeling that a Pan- 
American on might somehow conflic 
with the prestige or functions of the 
League of Nations, of which Canada is a 
member. 

Whatever grounds there were for such 
apprehensions, they can be dismissed i 
the light of present developments.
